In the Aug. 3, 1975 Daily Sun, Ward's 


Cut-Rate Drug store advertised a product 
as being on sale, regular price $5.95, sale 
price $4.49. This item was taken to the 
checker's counter along with some other 
items, but the checker refused to sell the 
sale item at the advertised price. No effort 
was made by the checker to look up the 
item in the advertisement posted by the 
checkout counter. I returned to the store 
with the ad and showed it to the checker. 
He then said that the item had already 
been sold and that there were no more 
available. How can the public be protected 
from such unscrupulous practices? 


We don't have enough information about 


your complaint to verify whether the clerk 
was in error or not. The ad you mentioned 
states that the items are only on sale 
through Wednesday and that quantities 
are limited. 
: Ward's manager Jim Wallace said that 
his clerks could have been confused about 
which ad was still in effect, as often-times 
one such ad will expire the day a second 
one becomes effective. In any event, he 
said, the problem should have been taken 
to him. Because of the misunderstanding, 
Wallace has offered to sell you the item at 
the sale price if you will contact him. 


As to the public being protected, laws 


such as the Deceptive Trade Practices 
And Consumer Protection Act of the Texas 
Business and Commerce Code provide 
punishment 
ranging 
from 
customer 


reimbursements to large fines for stores 
which fail to live up to their advertised 
claims. 


The Dallas Better Business Bureau, 


however, agreed that the best course of 
action in such a case is to take the problem 
to the store manager. .Most times, that 
agency said, the manager will go out of his 
way to be fair to the customer. 


I know an Arlington businessman who 


has a series of pictures taken of an 
execution that occurred in Corsicana 
around 1904. It was the mob execution of a 
black man who was burned to death In 
front of the Navarro County Courthouse. 
Do you have any information about this? 


The last public execution in Navarro 


County occurred on the east side of the 
county courthouse in the summer of 1906, 
according to local historian Wyvonne 
Putman. A black man, accused of the rape 
and murder of his white employer's wife, 
was hanged,' shot and burned by a mob 
who 
chased 
the 
county 
sheriff 
to 


Waxahachie and took the suspect from 
him for the execution. Mrs. Putman said 
reports indicate that the sheriff decided to 
move the man from Corsicana after the 
suspect confessed raping the woman and 
then slashing her throat. He put the 
suspect on a train, which went to Hubbard 
and then to Waxahachie before the crowd 
caught it. 


The suspect was taken by the mob back 


to the county courthouse, where a plank 
was thrust out one of the windows to serve 
as a gallows. Witnesses reported that the 
man did not die fast enough when hanged 
to satisfy the crowd and loose brush was 
gathered under him and set afire. Before 
the flames reached him, hpwSvBf", "wit- 
nesses said the suspect.

Southwestern Bell executives 


are now considering their next 
move locally after Corsicana's 
city commission voted 2-1-1 to 
deny the phone company's 
proposed rate hikes averaging 
18.4 per cent. 


Corsicana Bell manager Jim 


Acker said last night that ef- 
forts to inform his management 
of the commission's action had 
proved 
unsuccessful 
im- 


mediately 
following 
the 


meeting. 


Acker added that he planned 


to contact them this morning 
and that they will decide on 
what further steps to take and 
when to take them. 


COMMISSIONER 
H.R. 


Stroube 
Jr. 
stood by his 


statement 
at 
the 
Aug. 19 


meeting that he would not vote 
if any "no" votes were cast. He 
abstained while Mayor Sue 
Youngblood and Comm. R.A. 
Armistead voted against the 
rate 
increase 
and Comm. 


Wayne Norris voted for it. 


Comm. Jim Lightfoot was 


absent. 


Stroube had seconded Norris' 


motion to approve the measure 
"with the idea of getting it off 
the ground." 


Norris moved acceptance of 


the increases after commenting 
that if the matter were tabled 
again, it "would be there the 
next time." 


Acker 
thanked the 
com- 


mission for its time but added 
he was "shocked and disap- 
pointed" with its decision. 


He said denial of the increase 


will "make it harder and harder 
to do our job here in the city to 
provide the service you require 
and you demand." 


Acker had told the , com- 


mission twice earlier in the 
meeting that the rate increase 
was necessary for the company 
to continue to provide adequate 
service. 


While Norris was the only 


member of the commission to 
question Acker on the rate in- 
crease 
Tuesday, 
Armistead 


again re-stated his belief that 
the phone company was in 
excellent financial shape using 
its current rates. 


IN ANSWERING NORRIS, 


Acker explained that several 
expenditures with 1975 listings 


had to be paid in 1974 and for 
this reason were included in 
figuring the company's 1.59 per 
cent rate of return. 


Acker also explained that 


while the salaries of the Dallas- 
based operators are not paid 
locally, the 
local 
office 
is 


charged for the time these 
operators 
provide 
local 


assistance. 


Also in answer to Norris, 


Acker 
explained that 
his 


company considers 3.71 per cent 
a fair rate of return and that 
federal 
laws 
prohibit 
the 


company from including long 
distance revenues in its local 
rate of return. 


This exclusion was again 


among 
the 
objections 


Armistead raised to the rate 
increase. He also objected on 
the grounds that the company is 
experiencing its most profitable 
period ever. 


He also said he wanted to 


provide some relief to local bill 
payers. 


Acker limited his presen- 


tation Tuesday to his insistence 
that continued good service 
hinges on the rate increase and 
to answering questions. 


HE OPENED THE hearing 


by citing State Senate in- 
vestigations to deny allegations 
that the company keeps two sets 
of books and by assuring the 
commission that no local ex- 
penses contained veiled illegal 
political contributions. 


Acker also reported that 6,850 


long distance calls are handled 
coming into and out of Cor- 
sicana daily. 


August Wendorf, who had 


raised these questions at the 
Aug. 
19 meeting, challenged 


other 
phone 
company 


procedures 
Tuesday 
_ while 


calling on the commission to 
deny the increase. 


Wendorf used a 7,000 long 


distance calls a day figure at a 
dollar per call to show the local 
office receiving $800,000 an- 
nually as its 31 per cent share 
for long distance calls, an 
amount not included in figuring 
the rate of return. 


Wendorf 
also 
said 
that 


various 
other 
incoming 


revenues need to be itemized. 


Commenting on this, Wendorf 


reiterated 
his claim 
about 


duplicate bookkeeping on the 
phone 
company's 
part 
by 


saying "If they're not putting 


all of these revenues that 
they're getting out of this office, 
plowing it back, and charging it 
only as expenses, evidently 
there's another set of books in 
sight. And if they keep putting 
one part here and one part over 
yonder and one part over there, 
there evidently are some other 
sets of books." 


Wendorf also challenged the 


charge on his own business 
phone, which the current rate 
schedule shows to be $13.50, but 
for which he has been paying 
$14.25. 


ACKER 
SAID 
THAT, 


unaware though he is of Wen- 
dorf's individual situation, he 
would guess that the extra 75 
cent charge is for the extra 
listing charge on business ac- 
counts. 


Wendorf also criticized phone 


company billing procedures by 
which he says the billing period 
of July 23 to Aug. 22 requires 
bills to be due by Aug. 11. 


Wendorf said such procedure 


means "they have two months 
for your telephone bill that their 
holding in collateral, escrow or 
whatever you want to call it." 


He said this provides the 


company with a half million 
dollars in "free money" from 
its subscribers, which would 
provide earnings of $35,000 at 7 
per cent interest rates. 


While not addressing himself 


directly to this billing question, 
Acker 
said 
that 
deposits 


required locally provide for 
only $20,000 and are not held in 
any special account but are 
used 
in 
regular 
business 


operations. 


Acker answered Wendorf's 


questioning of the increased 
advertising costs for the phone 
company by saying that, this is 
tied to inflation. 


Acker also said that the

the 1975-76 city budget approved 
on first reading Tuesday night 
by the Corsicana City Com- 
mission. 


The 
budget, 
calling 
for 


$1,794,400 in appropriations, is 
almost 
the 
exact 
budget 


presented by City Manager 
Dick Ballenger at the com- 
mission's 
Aug. 
12 budget 


workshop session. 


The difference between that 


budget and the final product is 
that Ballenger has eliminated 
the original budget deficit of 
$9,994. 


He 
explained 
after 
the 


meeting that he had done so by 
reducing the travel allowance in 
the Municipal Services Dept. 
from $1,500 to $250 and by 
reducing the allocations for 
street and drainage materials 
from $45,000 to $36,256. 


Ballenger also said that no 


further consideration was given 
to his Aug. 12 proposal to 
eliminate 
Larry 
DeMoss' 


$12,000 a year position as Public 
Work Director and put that 
department under Ballenger's 
personal control. 


THE COMMISSION, minus 


an absent Commissioner Jim 
Lightfoot, approved the budget- 
related agenda items following 
a short executive session to 
discuss 
the 
collective 


bargaining lawsuits and the 
possible relations these lawsuits 
might have on a 1975-76 budget. 


A unanimous, informal vote 


of the commission struck the 
proposed garbage service in- 


creases from the agenda and 
preceded equally unanimous 
votes to set the tax rate, ap- 
prove the appropriations or- 
dinance and approve the budget 
itself. 


The 
tax 
rate 
approved 


Tuesday is the one the city 
currently 
operates 
under, 


calling for a total tax of 93 cents 
per $100 evaluation. Of this 
amount, 60 cents goes to the 
general fund, 30 cents goes to 
retire various city bonds and 3 
cents is used to operate the 
library. 


In seconding Comm. R. A. 


Armistead's motion to approve 
the budget, Comm. H. R. 
Stroube Jr. said the budget 
included "a couple things I 
don't like," but added that he 
thinks it is the best budget the 
city could come up with. 


Specifically Stroube said he 


doesn't like the idea of not 
having money on hand to spend 
for various incidental expenses 
that arise during each year. 


IN OTHER ACTION

Congress must decide 
on big, or small raises 


WASHINGTON (AP) - One 


question before Congress mem- 
bers on their return today from 
a month's recess is whether 
they and other federal employ- 
es should get pay raises costing 
the taxpayers $2 billion or $3.5 
billion. 


President Ford urged last 


week that the salary increase 
be held to 5 per cent, instead of 
the 8.66 per cent his advisers 
said would make federal pay 
scales comparable with those in 
private industry. 


If either the Senate or the 


House votes against his recom- 
mendation, the government's 
white collar employes and mill- 
:tary personnel will receive the 
8.66 per cent increase beginning 
next month. 


This mechanism for annual 


adjustment 
of federal 
pay 


scales, in effect since passage 
of the Pay Comparability Act 
in 1969, now has a new twist 
that gives Senate and House 
members a personal stake in it. 


Just before recessing Aug. 1, 


Congress whisked through a bill 
putting the salaries of its own 
members and those of Cabinet 
officers, federal judges and oth- 
er high-level government offi- 
cials under this procedure for 
the first time. 


None of these top officials 


has had a salary increase since 
1969, but now they will get the 
same raises as the 3.4 million 
lower-ranking federal employes 
and members of the armed 
services.

Colonial America literally lived off the land

It was a land where a man 


had the right to wrench a flim- 
sy wooden plow through a 
stumpy field 12 hours a day, 
where 
women 
wove 
and 


churned and children chopped 
and milked. 


It was America, 100 years be- 


fore the Revolution, a new 
home of hard work and satis- 
fying self-sufficiency for people 
born to hunger, poverty and 
unemployment. 


For five generations, emi- 


grants from the cities and back 
country of England and the 
continent made seasick cross- 
ings to the New World. And 
during those years before the 
War 
of Independence, they 


prospered. 


By the European standards of 


their day, life was easy. The 
tremendous natural wealth of 
the farms, forests and fisheries 


Tourists still 


flock to 
coliform beach 


BILOXI, 
Miss. 
(AP) - 


People who go swimming in the 
germ-laden 
waves 
off Mis- 


sissippi's resort beach have got 
to be uninformed tourists or 
reckless optimists. 


The languid surf along 26 


miles of manmade beach be- 
tween 
Biloxi 
and 
Gulfport 


teems with fecal coliform from 
sewage flowing into the Gulf of 
Mexico. 


Mere mention of it is enough 


to give the tourist industry here 
heartburn and hiccups. But de- 
spite its ugly image, pollution 
apparently hasn't created other 
complications of health. 


"A couple mouthfuls might 


upset yo\»r stomach but I never 
heard of anybody getting sick 
from it," said Dr. Louis Jobe, 
Harrison County Health Officer. 
"That's a strange thing — 
maybe we're lucky. 


"It depends on the individual, 


how much is swallowed or gets 
in the eyes," he added. "Hepa- 
titis is a remote possibility. 
That highway beside the beach 
is a lot more dangerous." 


Pollution of the 
shallows 


along the beach has been build- 
ing up for years, spurred by a 
surge in coast population that 
has not been matched by devel- 
opment of sewage facilities. 


Nobody thought much about 


it before the Mississippi Air 
and Water Pollution Control 
Commission—AWPC—began 
making laboratory tests of wa- 
ter along the coast three years 
back. 


The coliform count from sew- 


age sometimes soared over 24,- 
000 parts per 100 mililiters — 
the cutoff point in the AWPC 
test — far above the allowable 
maximum of 200 parts per 100 
mililiters set for recreational 
waters. A mililiter is about a 
tenth of a quart. 


In Jackson, 
Charles Chi- 


sholm, head of the AWPC, said 
fecal coliform does not neces- 
sarily cause illness but is a 
true indicator of pollution and 
water exceeding the coliform 
standard is not suitable for 
swimming due to health haz- 
ards. 


Strangers don't always dis- 


cover these facts. Tourists are 
a major cash crop for hotels 
and motels along four-lane U.S. 
90, where it parallels the beach, 
and officials feel that signs 
warning 
against 
swimming 


would scare them away. 


The road along the beach is 


lined with motels, restaurants 
and other tourist facilities. 


A belated scramble to install 


good sewerage along the coast 
is under way. Waters estimated 
it may take 10 years and up to 
$150 million to complete. 


meant plenty for all. They 
lived, essentially, off the land. 


The basic unit of life in colo- 


nial America was the farm. It 
was home and livelihood to 90 
per cent of the people who 
dwelled there in the 17th and 
18th centuries. 


Often these farms were com- 


plete, miniature economic sys- 
tems, producing almost every 
necessity of life. And on them 
grew also the idea of independ- 
ence as a way of life. It took 
hold most firmly in the rocky 
fields of New England. 


lCCNTCNNIAL 


In this hilly country, with its 


extremes of climate, large cash 
crops were impractical. In- 
stead, each farm produced a 
little of everything. Hired help 
was scarce and expensive, so, 
as with all else they needed, 
the farms grew their own. 


Each member of those large 


families contributed to the en- 
terprise. The father and elder 
sons cleared the fields, tilled 
the crops, built the house and 
made the tools. The mother 
tended the home, preserved the 
food 
for winter and 
made 


clothes, candles and soap. Each 
child had specific farmyard 
duties. 


The key to this farming econ- 


omy was the availability of 
land. It was so cheap and abun- 
dant that almost anyone, even 
those who had to work to pay 
back their boat fare, could 
eventually own a farm. 


The ease of obtaining a good, 


independent life on the farm 
created one major problem in 
early America: a labor short- 
age. Few people wanted to 
work for others when they 


could own their own enterprise. 
As a result, for those who 
would work a trade, wages 
were half again as high as they 
were back in England. 


Farming in those days often 


substituted for a monetary sys- 
tem. Hard English cash was 
critically scarce, so the colon- 
ists bartered for what they 
needed. Carrots and cows took 
the place of pence and pounds. 


However, the lack of curren- 


cy made it difficult for the colo- 
nial economy to develop the 
manufacturing that seemed a 


natural outgrowth of all the 
raw materials in the new land. 
Without money and banks to 
lend it, business-minded set- 
tlers had trouble setting up 
shop. 


Besides, English law restrict- 


ed what the colonists could pro- 
duce for themselves. The goal 
in London was a self-sufficient 
empire, one in which the colo- 
nies supplied the basic working 
material 
while the 
mother 


country turned out the finished 
products. Industrial colonies in 
North America did not fit into 


this scheme. 


Nevertheless, colonial manu- 


facturing gradually flourished. 
And like farming, it relied on 
the untapped wealth of the 
American land. 


Probably the most important 


of their industries was lumber. 
Vast stands of pine and hard- 
wood were chopped down to 
provide building materials for 
England, Portugal and Spain. 


The forests supported three 


other important early Ameri- 
can industries as well: ship- 
building, naval stores and po- 


tash. 


Building ships for the royal 


navy became one of the most 
profitable ventures in North 
America. With forests running 
down to the water's edge, ship- 
yards were able to turn out 
vessels at about half the cost of 
their English counterparts. 


The mother country, with its 


expanding fleet, was always an . 
eager customer. At the ap- 
proach of the Revolutionary 
War, 
about one-third of the 


ships flying English flags were 
built in America. 


Country music 


star can't 


stand success 


NASHVILLE, Tenn. (AP) - 


Two years ago Gary Stewart 
was making $90 a week playing 
with a country-rock band at an 
old hotel in his hometown. 


Now he makes more than 


$50,000 a year performing at 
top country music clubs and 
appearing with Charlie Pride at 
auditoriums and fairs. 


"My bank account has be- 


come one of my most prized 
possessions, and that's not 
me," he said, plopping down on 
a couch in the office of one of 
the executives of his record 
company. 


"I hate myself is what it is," 


he said. "Being in this business 
has turned me into a fellow 
that I don't like." 


Asked what it is he doesn't 


like about himself, he slumps 


his shoulders, looks up with a 
touch of pathos and quietly 
says, "Everything I do." 


Stewart has had four top 


records in the past year, begin- 
ning with his first RCA release 
called "Drinkin1 Thing." All of 
them are the honky-tonking, 
drinking and cheating 
type 


songs that have long been a 
staple of hard-core country 
fans. 


The second hit was called 


"Out of Hand" and the third 
was "She's Acting Single and 
I'm Drinking Doubles." His 
fourth, "You're Not the Woman 
You Used to Be," was recorded 
for another label six years ago 
and is now rising on the charts. 


That's why he was back in 


Nashville last week. 


"I've got to record while I'm 


sick and get one out or the oth- 
er company is going to put one 
nut on me," he said. "They're 
a bunch of things I did a few 
years ago and they're 
no 


good." 


Stewart first came here 12 


years ago. He hung around for 
about 2% years, wrote a few 
songs and then went back to 
Ft. Pierce, Fla., because he 
was homesick. His recent suc- 
cess has even spoiled his home- 
town for him. 


When he's there, which is 


about half the time, he locks 
himself up in his house with his 
family. He complains that he 
can't go to the store without 
someone running up to him. 


"It seems like I've lost my 


friends because I'm gone so 
much," he said. "I've got a 


'deal' now and don't run in the 
same circles they do any more. 


"One came over that I hadn't 


seen in a long time and the 
first thing he said was, 'I 
haven't seen you since you've 
become a star.' 


"So, I don't feel like one of 


the boys no more. They all look 
at me like I'm something else 
and it makes me feel like a 
freak in a carnival show." 


He pauses for a while and a 


slight smile appears on his 
face. 


"Man, I had some great 


times playing at the hotel," he 
said. "It was a scroungy place. 
The curtains on the wall were 
torn, but there were lots of 
good people and things were 
really happening there. 


"I was making $90 a week 


with a group called The Phoe- 
nix, and making house pay- 
memts and buying groceries on 
it. We could have made more 
by cutting the band down to 
four, but it was such a big fam- 
ily type thing—like who was go- 
ing to buy the wine tonight. 


"Hell, none of us had the ex- 


tra money, but one of us al- 
ways ended up buying five or 
six jugs of jug wine, putting it 
up on the bandstand and get- 
ting drunk." 


Stewart admits he's the clas- 


sic example of someone who 
may have found his fortune too 
fast and too soon. 


"I keep trying to analyze my- 


self and find out why," he said. 
"It's just like watermelon. I 
love it, but I ate too much of it 
one day and now I can't eat it

Studying why 


beans don't 
taste good

PULLMAN, Wash. (AP) - 


Complaints about musty or 
moldy flavors in processed dry 
beans — in products such as 
chili and pork and beans — 
have caused the West Coast in- 
dustry to begin an emergency 
research 
program, 
officials 


say. 


Professors 
at 
Washington 


State University and the Uni- 
versity of Idaho are seven 
months into studies they hope 
will reveal why some processed 
beans don't taste'or smell good, 
despite normal cooking and 
handling. 


Some persons estimate that 


up to 10 per cent of the 1972 
and 1973 crops were afflicted 
by the off-flavor problem. Up to 
5 per cent of the 1974 crop has 
been rejected in some places, 
one of the professors said, 
though it is still too early to tell 
whether the mysterious prob- 
lem lingers. 


"If this problem continued 


into the 1974 crop, the threat to 
all segments of the dry bean in- 
dustry was indeed serious," 
said John Sacklin, food science 
director of Nalley's Fine Foods 
and an organizer of the re- 
search effort. "The economic 
implications to our own Pacific 
Northwest agribusiness is ex- 
tensive." 


Some estimates of the loss 


have ranged as high as $10 mil- 
lion in Washington and Idaho 
last year. Michigan and Califor- 
nia are the two top bean states, 
but in Idaho, the 1974 crop was 
2.5 
million 
hundredweight, 


mainly of pinto beans. They are 
valued at $63.8 million. 


Washington's 1974 production 


was 
494,000 hundredweight, 


worth an estimated $12.66 mil- 
lion. 


Heading the research are Dr. 


Barry Swanson at WSU and Dr. 
John Montoure at UI Moscow. 
Swanson is examining dried 
beans for mold content and 
Montoure is cooking up batches 
of dry beans in a commercial 
process to see if handling meth- 
ods result in musty flavors. 


They say that harvest-time 


moisture may be the cause, 
though nothing is known yet for 
sure. 


Most of those involved say 


the off-flavor problem has been 
found throughout the nation, 
wherever beans are grown. 


Various tests, Sacklin said, 


show that there is nothing 
wrong with the beans from a 
health or safety standpoint. He 
said the tests showed that in- 
secticides and herbicides were 
not responsible.

ENNIS — The Ennis City 


Commission authorized a short 
term loan of up to $80,000 from 
the Ennis State Bank to cover 
an overdraft in the city's 
general account for the month 
of September in an emergency 
meeting yesterday. 


Wynell Rose, city secretary, 


said the overdraft came about 
because $54,000, expected to be 
transferred 
to the , general 


account from the water and 
sewer department, could not be 
transferred due to economic 
problems in that department. 


Ennis gets its water from the 


Trinity River Authority at Lake 
Bardwell on a "pay and take," 
basis, Mrs. Rose said. This 
means the city pays for a 
certain amount of water each 
month whether it is taken or 


not. Water consumption for the 
summer in Ennis has been very 
low, she said, due to rains and 
the state of the economy. Thus, 
50 to 60 per cent of the water the 
city has been paying for has not 
been resold. 


Mrs. Rose said the City 


Commission is currently trying 
to re-negotiate its contract with 
the TRA. 


In other business, the com- 


mission awarded a contract for 
curb and gutter work on Sunset 
and Munn Drive to the R & H

Ennis. The city repaved the 
streets but could not do the curb 
and gutter work.

insurance field. 


COUNTY JUDGE Rob Dunn 


said that during the last four 
years he had spent about $500 at 
$10 to $20 per treatment and that 
he hasn't received over $50 in 
benefits because of the policy's 
deduction clauses. 


Dunn was also angered over

recent increasing of the county 
premium by one-third in the 
middle of the premium year.

chelor told the court that

for what you're paying."
